It  is  time  to  have  a frank  talk  about  the  National  Student 
Association.  Why?  Brigham  Young  University  is  affiliated  with 
it,  and  the  resolutions  on  national  affairs  before  the  ASBYU 
Senate  (and  those  “in  the  air”)  are  essentially  the  same  ones 
adopted  last  summer  by  the  NSA  congress.  (The  Rhoton-Fer- 
rell  resolution  supporting  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees  is  con- 
sidered by  this  writer  as  a local  issue  out  of  the  above-mention- 
ed category.) 

Below  are  some  excerpts  from  an  article  read  before  the 
House  on  July  14,  1958.  It  was  written  by  J.  B.  Matthews,  an 
admitted  former  Communist  who  was  chief  investigator  for 
the  Dies  Committee.

The  United  States  National  Student  Association  is  a special 
target  for  Communist  infiltration.  The  USNSA  holds  that  a 
teacher  should  not  be  fired  from  his  professorship  in  a college 
or  university  just  because  he  is  a member  of  the  Communist 
Party.  (This)  organization  chooses  to  ignore  the  fact  that 
Communists  use  academic  freedom,  as  they  do  all  other  free- 
doms, to  the  end  that  they  may  destroy  freedom. 


The  USNSA  is  opposed  to  loyalty  oaths  which  they  des- 
cribe significantly  as  political  test  oaths.  This  latter  phrase 
presupposes  that  the  Communist  Party  is  a-  bona  fide  political 
organization  and  not  a branch  of  international  conspiracy. 
Whether  through  ignorance  or  deliberate  intent . . . The  USNSA 
takes  the  Communist  Party  at  its  own  word. 


The  USNSA  often  claims  to  speak  for  a million  students. 
These  claims  are  merely  the  effects  of  bureaucratic  intoxication 
— the  vain  imaginings  of  a small  group  of  leftist  students  who 
occupy  for  a brief  moment  their  little  pffices.

Now  the  NSA  has  a tremendous  influence  on  certain  fac- 
tions in  the  ASBYU  Senate.  Last  summer  the  NSA  congress 
encouraged  federal  aid  and  opposed  loyalty  oaths.  This  is  the 
chief  obstacle  which  the  Ferrel-Rhoton  resolution  has  met.  ■
